Besides the major that a student can 
choose to have, all Northwestern student will 
graduate from school with a Bible major. The 
policy is that students graduating will not only 
have completed a major of their choice but will 
also have met the requirements for a major in 
Bible. Some students come to Northwestern 
College especially for the spiritual benefits in 
studying the Bible, while others are not even 
remotely attracted to the Idea. 

Some students are thankful for the re¬ 
quired Bible major and even agree that it 
should be required.
